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SOURCE EVALUATIONS ARE DEFINITIVE. APPRAISAL OF CONTENT IS TENTATIVE. 
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1. The Street going north toward the main entrance to the old Werder alrfield is 
llned on both sides with a large number of family type billetB which are 
asslgned, apparently, to Soviet clvilians. Several Russian tnen dressed in 
clvllian clothes were noted coming and going from the houses. 

2. Traffic, both vehlcular and foot, coming and going through the main ga te 

of the alrfield ia heavy and all personnel, including the Soviets in uniform, 
are required to stop and present their Identification to the guard post, 

However, one exception was observed; what appeared to be an armored truck 
(see attachödsketch) painted the usual Soviet Anny gray-green with a white 
8 pot painted on the rear was seen proceeding through the ga te without stopping, 

3. At the corner opposite the main ga te a steel fence approxlmately 2,3 meters 
high and topped by doublé strands of barbed wire projecting outward in an arch 
was observedo This fence appears to encompass the military reservation . 

Immediately behind the fence are mature bushes and decidüous trees averaging 
about 10 meters in height. No apparent effort has been made, however, to 
shield the area beyond from the view of passers-by. 

4. A neatly stacked quadrangle of ordinary lumber which appeared to have been cut 
recently and piled there log cabin fashion was seen inside the reservation. 

Two Soviet enlisted men were observed carrying two rocket-like objects (see 
attached sketch) in the direction of one of the buildings. The objects 
appeared to be made of rough lumber and were approxlmately two meters long. 

The objects were not heavy since the soldiere did not appear to be straining 

to carry them. Neither object was painted 25X1
